MASON HITS OUT FROM THE SHOULDER 


Cuban Speech Which Has Set All Wash- 
ington to Talking About the 
Illinois Senator. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Mason had the floor when the 
Senate adjourned yesterday and was there- 
fore enabled to plunge directly into the 
Cuban debate when the unfinished business 
was taken up at 2 o'clock. He spoke with- 
out notes, but with the easy diction which 
he learned on the stump and in Congress, and 
from the beginning to the end.he was mas- 
ter of himself and easily the central figure 
in the Senate chamber. After the usual in- 
troductory remarks he said: 

Some of our distinguished friends in the 
minority have delayed action.day after day 
upon the pending joint resolution upon one 
pretext or another, although long before I 
took my seat in this chamber the people of 
the United States had expected this body to 
speak upon this question. Day after day 
the people have heard in the past months the 
voices of eloquent Senators saying what 
must be dne in this great cause. Day after 
d the papers have been full of the an- 
nouncement that this country was at last 
to speak and that the barbarities of the 


| Spaniards toward the Cubans were to have 
some rebuke, at least in the Senate of the 


United States. The rules of the Senate to 
which we all bow with such graceful dignity 
have permitted this gentlemanly filibuster 
to continue until there is today no guaran- 
tee that the voice of the people will be heard 
here or that there is to be one protest from 
the American people either through the leg- 
islative or the executive against the sale 
of girls, the murder of children, and the 
barbarities that the Spaniard calls war. 


Does War Exist? 

And to prove to you, Mr. President and to 
my colleagues upon this floor that the hour 
has come, let me read to you the Presi- 
dent’s message of yesterday. What is it 
that we contend for in the joint resolution? 
Namely: that there is a state of war and 
that we will. agree to keep hands off and 
give every side fair plgy and let the insur- 
gents come into this country as well as the 
Spaniards. Here is the proof of the neces - 
sity of the pending joint resolution in the 
communication made yesterday by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, I desire to read 
but a part of it. The President says: ‘ The 
agricultural classes have been forced from 
their farms into the nearest towns, -where 
they are without work or money.’ 

„Who forced them from their farms? Was 
it the insurgents? If so, then there is war 
by the confession of the document itself. 
Was it the Spaniards who forced 800 Amer- 
ican citizens away from the chance to eat 
bread earned in the sweat of their own 
faces? Then if there is no war there ought 
to be, and with us. Eight hundred Amer- 
ican citizens driven from their homes, starv- 
‘ing and unsheltered, yet friends upon this 
floor say they do not think there is much 
of a war.

A number of people were waiting to meet 
Mr. Yerkes, some out of curiosity, and oth- 
ers wanted to talk to him. He was not long 
in the hotel before the correspondents had 
him and began plying him with questions.

Yerkes’ Statement to the Press. 

Later in the evening he gave out the fol- 
lowing statement to the press: 

‘“‘T came down here at the suggestion of 
some of the parties connected with our 
street railroads, and also some of the bank- 
ers and merchants who have written and 
talked with me since the defeat of the 
Humphrey bills. It seems to be the general 
opinion among this class of people that the 
opposition to all legisiation which is pro- 
ductive of protection to the great institu- 
tions of the State is doing the State, and 
Chicago particularly, a great deal of harm, 
This sentiment is being voiced very general- 
ly wherever I go. No doubt I hear more of 
it than other persons would, but, neverthe- 
less, it is without doubt a fact. The City of 
Chicago at the present time needs encour- 
agement for its industries. It also needs 
encouragement for capital to be invested. 

“This it has not had, and until there is 
a change we need not.expect it. I don't 
know whether there will be anything done 
in the way of legislation or not, but having 
been appealed to as I was I considered it my 
duty to do all I could to improve the condl- 
tion of affairs. It seems very strange that 
a large city like Chicago, which has always 
been noted for the push and energy of its 
people, and the encouragement of everything 
which tended to build up the place, should 
get into the rut in which we now find it. 

Capital Wants Encouragement. 

“The encouragement that I have just 
spokén of—that is, the encouragement to 
capital—would, without doubt, put many 
thousands of our working people at work 
and feed any number of people who are now 


going hungry. What may be the outcome 


of my visit Ido not know. The street rail- 
way companies have shown a disposition to 
do more than the fair thing, and any one un- 
biased would say so when he read the Hum- 
phrey bills. However, there were parts of 
those bills which seemed to be objectionable, 
and while I think the perfection of the bills 
will be very much injured, yet a modified 
bit] might serve the purpose.”’ 

„What part will be eliminated that you 
think will spoil the bills?“ 

„Well, I think the commission would be 
very proper. When we ran horse cars the 
lines did not extend outside of the city. Now 
they extend from city to township, and from 
township to outside of the county, and in 
the course of years they will not only be lo- 
cated in a particular city, but they will very 
likely run through several counties. Then 
there must be an amendment passed by the 
Legislature to the proposed bill. Otherwise 
what would suit the authorities in the city 
would not suit the authorities in the town- 
ship adjoining, which would necessitate the 
changing of the manner of the operation of 
the cars at the city line, which of course 
would be ridiculous. 


Regarding Home Rule. 


“ Talking of home rule, the city is a part 
of the State, and if the city must have what 
is called home rule, why not carry it to each 
ward of the city, and why not each ward 
carry it to each precinct? Such an argu- 
ment is just about as sensible. No, I don’t 
know what will be done, but if the people 
who are opposing these bills are fair they 
will Ban mt sree ee something.”’

Objective Point of the March. 


The line of march has not been decided 
upon for the reason that the objective point 
is yet in doubt. Debs says the final halt 
will be made in some Western or Southern 
State, probably Utah. It is his intention to 
organize this cotperative tommonwealth 
in some place where the present pop- 
ulation is so small that only a short 
time will pass before the government 
can be entirely controlled by soclal- 
ism, and thus the foundation will be 
laid for a peaceful revolution,” which 
Debs says he believes can only end in so- 
clalism spreading to every State in the 
Union and the ultimate capture of the reins 
of national government. 

The promoters of this scheme have been 
quietly at work for many months. Much 
secret organization work has been accom- 
plished. Debs has made several secret vis- 
its to the city. Headquarters of the propa- 
ganda have been established in West Madi- 
son street. Arrangements for, the coming 
convention of the A. R. U. are also being 
made at this place, and the several men in 
charge are kept busy with a mass of corre- 
spondence. The location of the room is 
known only to a chosen few. The head- 
quarters of the Executive committee of the 
A. R. U. is at No. 225 Dearborn street. 


Socialist Leaders Interested. 


Many leading Socialists of the country are 
interested in the new commonwealth scheme 
and there is no doubt an attempt will be 
made to carry it out as planned. The last 
issue of Railway News, official organ of the 
American Railway Union, contains an article 
outlining the scheme over Debs’ signature. 
A few additional facts were given out yes- 
terday by one of his chief co-workers hav- 
ing charge of a branch of the promotion 
work in Chicago. Branch headquarters 
have been established in other large cities, 
but Chicago is to be the starting point. Some 
of the details of the plan are to be made 
public within a fortnight. 

It is claimed by the promoters that the 
scheme will not want for financial backing 
sufficient to insure success. It is asserted 
that no professional tramps will be eligible 
to enlistment and that only able-bodied 
workmen, willing to endure hardship and 
ready for hard work, need apply.

SULTAN IS SUDDENLY BROUGHT 10 TERMS 


Is Forced to Agree to an Armistice and Stop the Advance of 
His Army by Russia’s Vigorous Action. 


(ZAR MAKES AN APPEAL THAT FIGHTING CEASE, 


He Also, It Is Said, Quietly Causes the Bulgarian Army to Be 
Mobilized, Which Frightens Turkey. 


GERMANY THEN AGREES TO JOIN WITH THE POWERS. 


Greek Army Abandons Domokos, and Gen. Smolentz’s Army Is Also Com- 
pelled to Retreat from Almyros, 


Constantinople, May 18.—There was a 
sudden and unexpected change in the polit- 
ical. situation shortly before noon today. 
Russia quietly showed her hand and there- 


game, to all intents and purposes. 

Last night and early this morning Tur- 
key, supported by Germany, was practical- 
ly defying Russia, France, Austria, Great 
Britain, and Italy, insisting upon the an- 
nexation of Thessaly in addition to the 
huge war indemnity, and seemingly was 
determined to march upon Athens. 

The Ministers received official advices 
from Sofia today announcing that orders 
had been issued for the partial mobilization 
of the Bulgarian army, possibly at the in- 
stigation of Russia. There was a hurried 
consultation of the Ministers. The war 
party was for further defiance, but in the 
end pacific counsels seemed to have pre- 
vailed, for at 11:35 a. m. orders were tele- 
graphed to Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
Commander-in-Chief in Thessaly, to cease 
hostilities. 3 

Czar Made an Appeal. 

The peace negotiations will now be un- 
dertaken in real earnest, and the Gréeks 
will most likely be spared any further 
humiliation. 

It transpires that the Czar made a direct 
appeal to the Sultan to order his troops to 
cease hostilities and arrange an armistice, 
and this, coupled with the fact that most 
serious results would have ensued if Tur- 
key had persisted in her defiant attitude, 
brought about the present state of affairs. 

The German Ambassador here was in- 
formed today to join with the powers in 


armistice, and this removed the only hitch 
in the working of the concert. 

Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, called upon the Doyen of 
the diplomatic corps, Baron von Calice, 
this afternoon, to convey to the Foreign

It is now believed that the terms of peace 
will be negotiated directly between Turkey 
and Greece. 

Press Is Agreed. 

London, May 18.—The harmony of the 
European press on the subject of the condi- 
tions of peace is remarkable. The semi- 
official papers, the Times, the Novoe Vrem- 
ya, the Temps, the North German Gazette, 
and the Fremdenblatt, are as one in the 
vigorous terms in which they denounce 
Turkey’s pretensions. Now that the last 
obstacle to a speedy armistice is removed 
by Germany, which temporarily blocked the 
negotiations, having instrusted her Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, Baron von 
Saurma-Jeltsch, to join the other Ambas- 
sadors in pressing upon the Porte the neces- 
sity of agreeing upon an armistice, it can 
be taken for granted that with the innumeér- 
able forms of coercion ready to the-hands 
of the powers, the Sultan will yield to the

An order telegraphed to Edhem Pasha to 
cease hostilities probably indicates that 
the Turkish Government is about to yield 
to the demands of the powers. It is fur- 
ther stated that the Porte is now disposed to 
enter into negotiations to bring about per- 
manent peace with Greece upon terms less 
onerous than those which have’ been here- 
tofore demanded.

Greek Defeat Complete. 


May 19, 1 a. m.—London is still without 
accounts of the battle of Domokos from 
the Turkish side, but it is evident that the 
Greek defvat-was complete and decisive. 
An Italian officer with the Greeks puts 
their killed and wounded at 2,000, but prob-, 
ably this is much exaggerated, as the Greek 
positions were well protected, and the re- 
treat began as soon as they became un- 
tenable. 

It is believed that Edhem Pasha will in- 
sist upon the surrender to him of the passes 
over the Othrys range before he consents 
to an armistice, but, save for a small force 
of Turkish cavalry following the retreat-, 
ing Greeks at a distance of 2,000 yards, the 
Turks have not attempted to attack the 
Greek rear guard. The war is virtually 


ended. The Crown Prince headed the re- 


treat, and his headquarters are now estab- 
lished close to Devenfourka Pass, à very 
narrow gorge through the Othrys range, 
about twelve miles from Lamia:

SHELL GREEKS WHILE IN THE WATER. 


Retreat of the Army in Epirus Most 
Lamentable, 500 Being Killed 
and 1,000 Wounded. 


London, May 19.—The correspondent of the 
Daily News at Patras, describing the last 
retreat in Epirus, with especial reference to 
the experiences of the Botzarius column at 
Prevesa says: 

One commander committed the mistake 
of informing the weary, hungry, and rain- 
soaked troops that they must retreat quick- 
ly. There was a narrow escape from + panic. 
The men retreated in fair order to the shore, 
with the exception of 200, who had apparent- 
ly not been warned, and were, therefore, 
either killed or taken prisoners. 

At the shore, however, a genuine panic 
occurred. The Turks were still quiet, but 
the Greeks, finding no boats, fell into 
despair, and finally started to wade acroas 
the arm of the sea dividing them from Greek 
territory. It was a two and a half hours’ job, 
the men floundering breast high in the 
water. When dawn broke the Turks dis- 
covered what.was happening and began to 
shell the groups of waders, whose position 
became most distressing. Many of them 
were drowned, either falling wounded or 
stumbling out of ther depth. The condition 
of the force when) it finally reached a place 
of safety was in the last degree lamentable. 
The total loss of the Epirus army during the 
three days’ fighting was 500 killed, 1.000 
wounded or missing, many of the latter of 
whom must be accounted dead.”’

The President Inundated with Con- 
gratulations on the Position He Has 
Taken—Kentucky Officeseekers in 
a Disgusted Frame of Mind—Sena- 
tor Cannon’s Plan for a Bounty on 
Agricultural Exports—Ambition of 
Editor Oscar Durante—Other Gossip. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[{Special.ji— 
Cuba has come to be almost the only topic 
of conversation in official circles. Evers 
caller at the White House tells the Presi- 
dent that his Cuban message meets with the 
approval of the American people, and Con- 
gressmen pause in presenting the claims of 
their constituents for office long enough to 
give their views on the burning question. 
The President has been fairly inundated 
with letters and telegrams congratulating 
him on his position. and if he had any doubi 
as to the popularity of his message these 
declarations from the people have assured 
him. Even the Spanish Minister has 
apparently been carried away by 
the tide, and he is profuse in 
his declarations of thankfulness that the 
President confined himself in his message 
to a simple statement of the destitution 
among American citizens in Cuba, without 
vielding to the temptation to read Spain a 
lecture or give voice to threats which would 
encourage insurgents.

In an authorized interview tonight Min- 
ister Dupuy de Lome broke his diplomatic 
silence and said: 

‘“T am*going at once to call on the Presi- 
dent and express my gratitude tor his splen- 
did action and kindly consideration shown 
in the wording of his message. Natwith- 
standing the activity of the papers that are 
hostile and unjust our cause has again tri- 
umphed. We are stronger today with Presi- 
dent McKimley and Secretary Sherman than 
we ever were with the Cleveland adminis- 
tration. 

“This message of McKinley could not be 
couched in more kindly terms, and he de- 
serves the warmest thanks of Spain. It 
looked for a time as if very delicate and 
but 
the calm judgment of the President and See- 
retary of State have guided us carefully 
through the crisis. For nearly a week we 
were overwhelmed by the rush of jingo. vet 
when the sensible Americans came to the 
administration and explained that American 
money and property were at stake in this 
Cuban issue the United’ States again took 
the old ground of amity and cordiality to 
Spain. 


‘Spain has no objection whatever to the 


United States helping her own citizens now 
resident tn Cuba and alleged to be in dis- 
tress. The way that the charity is distrib- 
uted is entirely the affair of the United 
States, and not that of Spain. This govern- 
ment specially states that only Americans 
are to be relieved, therefore no authority 
is asked to feed the.subjects to the King of 
Spain. It Americans have suffered through 
exigencies of war it is their misfortune to 
be in Cuba at this particular time. Spain 
does not care if the United States main- 
tains her citizens in luxury so long as she 
distributes her bounty thyough the con- 
sular agents and only in the towns.“

Ex-Assistant Secretary of State Rockhill 
has become involved in a controversy from 
which it will be difficult for him to emerge 
with credit, and evidence is accumulating 
to show that he assisted the last administra- 
tion in a discreditable policy of suppressing 
facts in regard to Cuba, which is likely to 
redound to the eternal shame and disgrace 
of Secretary Olney and President Cleveland. 
Some days ago the correspondent of Tuy 
TRIBUNE made the statement that Assistant 
Secretary Rockhill had instructed consular 
officers in Cuba not to report facts favorable 
to the insurgents. Mr. Rockhill promptty 
denied the assertion, which was repeated at 
the Cuban meeting on Sunday night. ‘The 
letter in question was written to United 
States Consul Barker at Sagua la Grande. 
It is still in hig possession. Persons now in 
Washington have seen the original. It was 
marked Unofficial and confidential,’’ and in 
it Assistant Secretary of State Rockhill told 
Consul Barker distinctly that reports fa- 
vorable to the insurgents were not wanted 
at the State Department, and if sent at all 
should be marked confidential so as to bé 
kept from Congress. These facts are in 
possession of several Senators, and if Mr. 
Rockhill had not been superseded by Judge 
Day he would certainly be made the subject 
of a Congressional investigation. Enough 
is known to prove that Secretary Olney, not 
content with his policy of non-interference, 
deliberately attempted to keep from the files 
of the State Department official information 
which would be likely to influence President 
McKinley to reverse Olney’s policy. Until 
after President McKinley's inauguration. 
American consular officers in Cuba were bot- 
tled up. it is only since March 4 that the 
truth has become known, and it was not un- 
til last Saturday that the President was put 
in full possession of the information which 
brought out yesterday’s message. These 
facts have been freely commented on in the 
executive sessions of the Senate, and it is 
this suppression of information, deliberately 
planned and carried out by the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, which has aroused the Senale 
to a pitch of determination in regard to 
Cuba.

The first words which the 
latter uttered on gaining his feet showed 
him to be an accomplished orator as wellas 
a discreet diplomat. ‘ 

After some preliminary remarks of a com- 
plimentary nature, Mr. Calhoun said that 
when he received his appointment to come 
to Cuba he formed the idea that he was 
going to a foreign country, but the hospital- 
ity he had met with in Spanish territory had 
made his residence here so pleasant that he 
began to believe himself among his own 
people, and yet was almost forgetting his 
own country while longing for the approach 
of peace and progress for Cuba.

CHEMICAL TEST OF FLUID IN THE VAT. 


Prof. de la Fontaine Will Investigate 
Today—Philip Dreesbach Dis- 
cusses the Problem. 


A chemical test of the fluid found in the vat 
of the Leutgert Sausage factory, in which 


the body of Mrs. Leutgert is supposed to 


have been dissolved, will be made this after- 
noon by Prof. Mark dela Fontaine, to whom 
the fluid and the smaller fragments ot bone 
have been turned over by the police. 

The test will determine just what acids 
were used by the murderer, and if the acid 
has not worked too much on the bony sedi- 
ment found in the vat, a microscupic ex- 
amination probably will be made io deter- 
mine if possible whether the sediment is 
human bone or the refuse bone of animals 
used in sausage making. 

Members of the medical fraternity, stu- 
dents, and chemists, all are interested in the 
problem presented by the murder, that of 
reducing human tissues by means of caus- 
tics, acids, or other reagents. Philip Drees- 
bach, analytical chemist, at No. 81 Clark 
street, had thisto say: 

The statements made that quicklime and 
Strong acids were used in the reduction of 
the body are erroneous and chemically in- 
possible. Either one, when used alone, 
might accomplish the result, but when 
brought together they would act first on 
each other and form a neutral! or inert com- 


pound. 


Either strong caustic alkalies or acids 
only must have been used. The alxalles 
which have strong caustic or escharotic ac- 
tion on animal tissue and those which, from 
their cheapness, would like'y be used are 


sodium hydrate (caustic soda), potassiuni 


hydrate (caustic potasn); and lime. The 
acids are: Oil of vitriol, nitric acid, muri- 
atic acid mixed with chlorate of potash, and 
chromic acid. The iatter is the most violent 
and quick in its action, but too difficult to 
prepare or obtain in the quantities that must 
necessarily have been used. 

“ Alkalies, although their action would be 
rapid on animal tissue, would be slow to dis- 
integrate the bones, and less satisfactory 
than acids which would destroy both tissue 
and bones alike. On the other hand, I do not 
believe ay acid was used, as the probable one 
would be Gil of vitriol, and this, I think, would 
have eaten through the wooden vat and run 
out before it would have had much action on 
the body of the victim. A chemical analysis 
of some of the liquid in the vat would quickly 
and definitely determine its nature. 

As to the length of time necessary to con- 
sume a human body, it would depend en- 
tirely on the concentration of the chemical 
and the amount of stirring it received. Itis 
hard to estimate the exact time, as such per- 
formances are luckily not frequent enough 
to gather data from.”’ ; 

Prof. H. W. Wightman, instructor in 
chemistry at the Jenner Medical College, 
discussed the matter yesterday and said: 

**Quicklime alone would not reduce a human 
body in less than two weeks. You can put 


pour hand in quicklime and take it out un- 


injured. It is caustic, but not strong enough 
to act quickly. The thing that is used ex- 
tensively for reducing animal tissues is con- 
centrated lye, or potassium hydrate. A sat- 
urated solution of concentrated lye in two 
hours would disintegrate all the fleshy parts 
of a body, forming a jelly-like mass, and 
leave only the tendons and bones. Two 
hours more would take care of the tendons 
and leave the bones brittle and crumbling.”’ 

Would the mass remaining be so thor- 
oughly disintegrated it could be washed off 
through a drain-pipe? was asked. } 

es, it would be just like this, and the 
professor produced a small crucible con- 
taining a pasty-looking mass, yellowish- 
brown in color. 

„That's the same thing.“ said he. That 
is nothing but flesh and fat dissolved in lye.”’ 

How would the bone probably be dis- 
posed of? 

After the fleshy parts were removed a 
little muriatic acid, or nitric acid, or both, 
would eat up the bones in short order. The 
mineral substances in the bone would be 
dissolved, leaving the cartilaginous struct- 
ure that could be tied in knots like a string. 
Washing away the acid solution, anotrer 
application of the lye would reduce the carti- 
lage, as the flesh was reduced, into a paste 
that could be washed away into any sewer 

ipe.’* 
ne substances mentioned, the professor 
said, were all comparatively inexpensive 
and easy to obtain, being prepared in large 
quantities and sold to the packing houses 
and reducing works. 


LUETGERT’S HEARING IS CONTINUED. 


Case Goes Over to May 22 to Allow the 
State to Collect More Evidence— 
Sausagemaker in Jail. 


Notwithstanding the protests of the at- 
torneys for Luetgert, the preliminary hear- 
ing of the murder charges against him in 
Justice Kersten’s court was continued yes- 
terday until Saturday. Attorneys Tripp and 
Vincent insisted on an immediate hearing, 
and, after this was refused, on the release 
of their client on bail, but this, too, was 
denied them. At 11 o’clock a’ m. Luetgert 
was taken to the County Jail and locked in 
the cell occupicd some time ago by Windrath 
and Manow, who were executed for mur- 
der. 

Habeas corpus proceedings, brought by 
ex-Judge Vinvent after he had been refused 
an interview with Luetgert on Monday 
night, were continued by Judge Hutchinson 
at 12:36 o’clock until.10 a: m. today. At that 
time Assistant State’s-Attorney McEwen 
will file a complete answer setting forth 
Inspector Schaack’s reasons for not permit- 
ting counsel to see Luetgert. 

Urges a Quick Hearing. ‘ 

„% We want this matter heard as soon as 
possible, said ex-Judge Vincent. We 
have eviderice to show that Mr. Luetgert 
knows nothing of the disappearance of his 
wife-and that the sweating ’ or ‘ pumping ' 
process will have no effect. We want this 
matter arranged so that my client can fur- 
nish. bail, as we stand ready to give bond 
for any amount.”’ 

„ne court cannot arrange bonds at this 
time,“ said Judge Hutchinson. ‘I want the 
State’s-Attorney to give in his answer what 
time the process in this case was had, the 
exact hour the prisoner was transferred 
from the custody of the police to the 
Sheriff, and I also want the answer to show 
everything that has occurred since the writ 
was served.“ 

Luetgert appeared in the, court-room at 
the East Chicago Avenue Police Station 
after having had an interview with Attorney 
Tripp. He looked pale and appeared 
nervous, although no one.in the room was 
cooler than he. Many of his friends shook 
hands with him as he stood in the prisoners’ 
dock. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney McEwen asked 
for a continuance for five days, saying there 
was a great deal of evidence against Luet- 
gert that had not been collected. 

State Awaits More Evidence. 

“At any rate, explained the Assistant 
State’s-Attorney, it would be a waste of 
time to hear the eviden@e_now, as the Cor- 
‘oner probably will impanel a jury, and start 
an investigation ofthe circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Mrs. Luetgert, either 
today or tomorrow. The catch basins and 
sewers in the vicinity of the sausage fact- 
ory are being more thoroughly searched this 
morning, and it is probably that more evi- 
dence will be secured in the case in a short 
time.” : | 

“We are ready for a hearing.“ said At- 
torney Tripp, and I do not see that there 
are any grounds for a continuance. The po- 
lice and the State’s-Attoney have no right 
to keep an innocent man imprisoned until 
their so-called ‘ fishing process is complet- 
ed. I was not allowed to see Mr. Luetgert 
on Monday, and was told by Inspector 
Schaack that I could not see him until the 
police were through with him. Your Honor, 
it is your duty to find out if there is any 
probable cause to hold this man to the grand 

ury, and if there is not he should be re- 
eased at once.“ ' ae 

Judge Kersten said there probably was 
cause to believe that Luetgert murdered his

ATTORNEY VINCENT DEFENDS LUETGERT 


Denounces the Police, Casts Doubt on 
Their Evidence, and Asks Friends 
to Await Developments. 


Attorney William A. Vincent, legal rep- 
resentative of A. L. Luetgert, said yester- 
day he had a few things up his sleeve, which 
he would use at the proper time. Speaking 
in Luetgert’s interest last night, he said: 

The more I learn about the Luctgert case 
the more fully I am convinced of his inno- 
cence. His wife has simply done what she 
has threatened to do for the last two months 
before disappearaing. It has been known 
two months that Luetgert was in financial 
difficulties. His wife was not healthy; she 
was nervous—at times she was entirely de- 
mented. It was known on the night of Sat- 
urday, May 1, an assignment of the business 
could not be averted long, and it is incredible 
that Luetgert would have committed mur- 
der, thus adding to his other troubles, when 
he expected creditors to be in possession of 
his property at almost any date. 


Mrs. Luetgert’s Threats Recited. 


Mrs. Luetgert threatened to leave home 
and go on a farm asa servant. I have no 
doubt she has done this, is wandering about 
in a demented condition, or has committed 
suicide The police are exaggerating state- 
ments of witnesses and employés of Luet- 
gert, and are building a large part of their 
tottering fabric on the allegations of a half- 
witted man whom Luetgert kept in his em- 
ploy as a matter of charity. 

Luetgert left his home about 9:30.0’clock 
on Saturday night, May 1, his wife remain- 
ing there in company with Mary Simering 
and Mrs. Keiser, a neighbor. Mrs. Keiser 
left the house about 10 o’clock, and Luetgert 
supposed for some days his wife left the 
house soon after, because she was discour- 
aged at the knowledge of the coming crash 
in the business. Mrs. Luetgert was a proud 
woman, unable to bear humiliation or finan- 
clal reverses, and it was believed she had 
gone to some of her relatives. There is no 
testimony—the police to the contrary not- 
withstanding—that Mrs. Luetgert was seen 
to enter the sausage factory. 


PoYce Conduct Styled “Outrageous.” 


The conduct of the police has been most 
outrageous. They took Mary Simering, the 
Luetgert servant girl, last Saturday to th 
Chicago Avenue Police Station and kept her 
there until last night, they threatened and 
intimidated her, saying they would punish 
her if she did not testify against Luetgert. 
They called her vile names and charged her 
with undue intimacy with Luetgert. 

“The police sent to the school attended 
by Luetgert's 12-year-old boy and took him 
to the police station where they threatened 
to lock him up unless he said the rings they 
exhibited were his mother’s. 

Schack is pursuing his arbitrary, over- 
bearing policy and seems resolved to get 
evidence whether or not it is in existence. 
His methods with those witnesses and with 
Luetgert has been un-American and more on 
the Russian or French system than that 
of any other country. 

A great deal is made of the fact thata 
bloody chisel and, blood stains were found, 
but it is overlooked that blood stains and 
bloody instruments are perfectly natural 
about a sausage factory. 


Doubts the Ring Story. 


It is not true that Luetgert kept the 
watchman out of any part of the factory on 
the Saturday night in question. I do not 
believe any ring belonging to Mrs. Luetgert 
has been found. It would be an easy thing 
to put rings in a vat and find them again. 
It must be remembered Schaack has been 
charged before by responsible persons with 
manufacturing evidence; that his tenure of 
office is slender; and it is possible, if he can 
work up a sensational case, Mayor Harrison 
will not remove him, as he should. 

A great deal has been said about acids. 
They are used in the manufacture of sausage 
and in places where so much meat and 
blood are used acid and lime are necessarily 
employed. Cloth and burlup may be found 
about almost any factory. 


Friends Should Wait Developments. 


Mr Luetgert's friends should hold judg- 
ment in abeyance. It must be remembered 
the, police have in many instances made 
sensational claims, as they do in this case, 
and their efforts amounted to nothing. 

It is a fact that on the night of Mrs. 
Luetgert's disappearance she broke open 
and took from the children’s savings bank 
about $70 and that she had $50 in gold given 
to her a few days before by her husband.“ 


SUSPICION THAT TEACHERS ARE BIASED 


School Board Committee Hearing the 
Tully Case Takes a Continuance 
for More Direct Evidence. 


The Janitors and Spplies committee of the 
Board of Education yesterday heard an in- 
timation that some of the teachers permit 
their prejudices against Roman Catholicism 
to influence them in seeking the discharge of 
the janitors. ;

May Prolong the Session. 

Mr. Yerkes’ reappearance in Springfield 
set all tongues going over at the State House 
and it will undoubtedly have a marked effect 
on the duration of the session. The Sen- 
ate passed and sent over to the House a 
House resolution amended by the Senate 
so as to provide for a sine die adjournment 
of this General Assembly on the 4th day of 
June. The Senate adopted the resolution 
as amended one day last week, but it was 
not reported to the House until this morn- 
ing. The House would have adopted it had 
it come up last Friday, but tonight decided. 
opposition is shown to any such precipitate 
adjournment. Men who talked last Thurs- 
day as if life in Springfield was a decided 
boredom and to the detriment of their pri- 
vate interests have suddenly come to the 
conclusion that the old town is pretty good 
after all. They say this Legislature ought 
not to adjourn without reapportioning the 
State and doing something with revenue. 


They say it costs the State next to nothing 


to keep them here, because all the members 
and one-half the Senators are paid in lump 
sums, $1,000 for the session instead of a per 
diem. ‘ . 

The Senate has not forbidden the introduc- 
tion of new bills. A street car bill could be 
introduced there without consent. It is dif- 
ferent, however, with the House. No bill 
can come before the House now as a new 
measure unless it be drafted by a committee 
and introduced as a committee bill or by 
unanimous consent. There are several com- 
mittees in the House that would introduce 
a new street car bill any time they were 
told to do so. 

May Be Presented Today. 


The new bill will probably get into the 
House tomorrow or next day at farthest. 


It will be a committee bill, but up to this 


writing no selection of a committee which is 
to father it has been made. definite choice 
will be made between this and morning. 
The belief is expressed that it will come 
from the House Committee on Municipal 
Corporations, but it may come from the 
House Committee on Corporations. An 
effort will be made to put it through the 
House first and then send it to the Senate. 

The bill will provide for the extension of 
street car franchises for thirty years. 
This term will be divided into three periods 
of ten years each. The rate of compensa- 
tion to be paid into the city treasury will 
be 3 per cent for the first ten years, 5 for 
the second, and 7 for the third. The com- 
mission will be composed of the Mayor, 
Controller, and the Commissioner of Public 
Works. Up to this time nothing has been 
said about the rate of fare, but the pre- 
sumption is it will be 5 cents for the first 
period and four cents for the second and 


third. ; 
Working on the New Bill. 

Everybody has supposed all along that the 
bill was ready to be offered. Many have 
said it was not only prepared, but had been 
printed so it could be expedited. This is not 
true. The bill has not even been drafted, and 
late tonight Judge Goodrich, with some 
other lawyers, sat down with Mr. Yerkes to 
prepare the measure. It will be drawn be- 
fore morning and be in the printer’s hands 
by the time the House meets. 

The latest bit of gossip concerning the fare 
feature is to the effect that the thirty-year 
clause will be divided into two periods on 
this proposition. The fare for the first 
period will be five cents, according to the 
bill, and the fare for the second period will 
be under the control of the commission. 
This clause is yet likely to be changed and 
the fare for the second period left to the dis- 
cretion of the Mayor of the city and the 
City Council. This is probably done so as 
to meet to a certain extent with the objec- 
tion made against the Humphrey bill, that 
it interfered with the principle of home rule. 

Strange as it may seem the members are 
not expressing themselves as strongly as 
they might about these new bills. They 
want to see them and read them. 

Yerkes Delegation Expected. 

It is understood here, too, that a number 
of friends of Mr. Yerkes will be down inthe 
morning from Chicago, and it is said they 
will come from among the financial inter- 
ests, too. The situation is decidedly mixed 
tonight. So soon as the Humphrey bills 
were beaten the organization of which Mr. 
Tisdel was the Chairman naturally dis- 
solved. Mr. Tisdel is absent from the city, 
but the whole matter will shape up within 
the next twenty-four hours. 

Cochran, Merriam, and a lot more think 
the Legislature ought to adjourn sine die 
by the 4th of June in acocrdance with the 
Senate amendment to the House resolution, 
and an effort will be made tomorrow to 
bring it up and concur in the Senate amend- 
ment. The men who favor street car leg- 
islation will want to stay here until the 
fate of the bill is decided one way or the 
other. A number of people started out to- 
night among the members to get an organ- 
ization with the view of tying up the resolu- 
tion for a sine die adjournment. This stage 
ot the situation is quite interesting because 
it will to a certain exent develop the 
strength of the bill.

So serious was the situation regarded by

Senator Munroe’s bill to prevent the illegal 
use of streets for railway purposes came up 
as a special order. On motion of Senator 
Mahoney its consideration was postponed 
for one week. 

House bill (Cavanagh’s) fixing tne salary 
of Aldermen in Chicago at $1,500 per annum 
was passed by a vote of 36 yeas to 4 nays. 

Anthony, Humphrey, McKinlay, and 
O’Brien voted nay. 

The vote by which Senator Bogardus’ bill 
authorizing the establishment of classes in 
the public schools for the education of the 
deaf failed to pass was reconsidered, and the 
bill was then passed by a vote of 27 yeas and 
10 nays. 

Senator Bollinger’s bill authorizing cities 
to furnish electric illuminations for private 
purposes came up as a special order of sec- 
ond reading, and after being amended was 
sent to third reading. 7 

Senator Mounts offered a resolution re- 


citing the plans and intentions re- 
garding the drainage canal and ask- 
ing the General Government to re- 
move the locks and dams in the 


Illinois River at La Grange and Kamps- 
ville, and to improve the rfver so as to make 
a navigable stream from Chicago to the 
Mississippl. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Waterways and Drainage. 

In the House the bill in regard to the arbi- 
tration and awards was taken up on third 
reading. The bill provides that it shall be 
lawful for persons to make mutual agree- 
ments with each other in respect of existing 
or future transactions between them, where- 
by they shall agree to refer to arbitration 
the amount of damages to be recovered in 
any existing or future controversy, claim, 
or cause of action, where the parties shall 
consider that the determination of such 
amount is or will be largely a matter of ex- 
pert knowledge.”’ 

Mr. Alschuler attacked the bill. He de- 
clared that if passed it would place the em- 
ployé practically at the mercy of the em- 
ployer, for the latter could compel every 
man who applied for work to sign a contract 
stipulating that all differences should be re- 
ferred to arbitration, the arbitrators to be 
chosen by the employer, and specifically 
named in the contract. The proposition was, 
he declared, to allow employers to limit their 
common law liability. This was against all 
public policy, against right and justice. 

The bill failed to pass—yeas, 61; nays, 58. 

Avery’s fraternal beneficiary insurance 

bill was taken up on second reading. The 
pending question was on the adoption of Mr. 
Avery's amendments placing all fraternal 
beneficiary societies under the supervision 
of the Insurance Superintendent, and pro- 
viding that the governing body can meet in 
any State or Territory, and prohibiting any 
one from obtaining an injunction against 
any such society except upon application of 
the Attorney-General at the request of the 
Insurance Superintendent. The bill, with 
the Avery amendments, originated with the 
Modern Woodmen of America, and has been 
construed to be in the interest of the move- 
ment to remove the head offices of the order 
from Fulton to some other city. 
Mr. Johnson of Whiteside offered an 
amendment to the amendment striking out 
the provision that no injunction against 
any such society shall be granted by any 
court except on application by the Attorney- 
General, at the request of the Insurance 
Superintendent,“ and inserting in lieu there- 
of the provision that “ an injunction may be 
granted upon proper showing in any court 
of competent jurisdiction in this State.“ 

The Johnson amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Rowe offered an amendment, which 
was adopted, prohibiting any member of 
any such society from casting more than 
fifteen votes by proxy. 

The Avery amendments having been 
adopted, with the alterations indicated, th 
bill was advanced to third reading. ä 


MEMBERS ABUSE PASS PRIVILEGES. 


Railroads Find Legislative Passes in 
Scalpers’ Hands—Bill Prepared 
to Punish Offenders. 


Springfield, III., May 18.—The railroads 
have discovered that the courtesy which 
they have extended to the members in the 
shape of passes has been grossly abused 
in a number of instances. Hundreds of 
passes are issued at the request of mem- 
bers, and the railroads find that these passes 
are not always used by the persons whose 
names appear on them, but that they are 
frequently sold to ticket brokers. Only last 
week a large quantity of passes were dis- 
covered in the possession of a scalper in 
Chicago. 

A bill has been prepared “to prevent 
buying, selling, or fraudulently using free 
passes upon railroads, steamboats, or other 
public conveyances.” | ; 

This will be introduced tomorrow in the 
Senate by Senator Lundin and in the House 
by Mr. Merriam, and will probably be ad- 
vanced to second reading without refer- 
ence in each House.

ing but force remains and Europe is so 
mortally afraid of her own weapons that 
she will submit to almost any indignity 
rather than to use them. Such, at least, 
is the sentiment that controls the policy 
of Great Britain, which is the strongest of 
all the powers. 

The impotent of the English Gov- 
ernment over the ‘desperate dilemma into 
which its poltroonery has led it is both piti- 
ful and amusing. The Times, the proudest 
Tory of them all, fairly shrieks in its helpless 
impotence. It denounces the Sultan’s 
“cynical insolence,’’ and declares that its 
“resentment is moderated only by con- 
tempt.“ 

War almost always has been, as it should 
de, the master, instead of the servant of 
diplomacy. The attempt to make it a tool 
in the present case has been an ignominious 
failure. It has been prevented from spread- 
ing, to be sure, but it has made the probiem 
it was expected to simplify vastly more com- 
plicated and difficult. This is true both in 
Turkey and Greece. 

A revolution in Athens can now be avoided 
only by a miracle. The government succeed- 
ed in concealing the full knowledze of yes- 
terday’s disaster at Domokos until tonight. 
The effect of a revolution is awaited with 
the keenest apprehension. The conditions 
for a revolution are more aggravated than 
they were in 1870 in Paris. The Greek peo- 
people are of much the same temperament as 
the Parisians. The popular rage and grief 
are indescribable, and it is impossible to be- 
lieve that they will keep within bounds. 

News from Athens tonight is painfully 
meager. The government gave the fullest 
publicity to the announcement of an arm- 
istice late this afternoon in order to offset 
the effect of the disaster; which was mede 
known in fragments. Tomorrow, however, 
will be the critical day for Greece and the 
present dynasty. 

Regarding Turkey, it is useless to specu- 
late. It may be taken as certain that noth- 
ing short of extreme measures will induce 
the Sultan to forego the fruits of victory. 
An indispensable preliminary to these meas- 
ures must be a change in the attitude of Em- 
peror William. This erratic sovereign is 
sometimes more amenable to civilized in- 
fluences than his colleague at Constantino- 
ple, but his position constitutes one of the 
grave difficulties of the situation. So long 
as the Sultan believes that he has even the 
moral support of the German Emperor he 
will continue to defy Europe. 

The hour has now come when the fine hand 
of Russia may be expected to appear. The 
Czar’s influence, and his alone, is potent 
both in Berlin and Constantinople. Should 
the situation prove beyond Russia’s control, 
then, indeed, must the nations prepare for 
great events. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Ath- 
ens says that after the Czar had tele- 


to an armistice Emperor William sent a 
similar message. 

Greece has sent a note to her envoys ac- 
credited to the powers calling attention 
to her acceptance of mediation for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a cessation of hostilities. 

It says that the diplomats at Athens prom- 
ised to act promptly. Nevertheless, they 
achieved no practical result. The Turks 
availed themselves of the delay to strength- 
en their surroundings in Epirus and Thes- 
saly, with the object of surrounding the 
Greek troops, forcing the latter to accept 
battle where the enemy had every advan- 
tage. 

Despite its conviction, which was com- 
municated to the diplomats, that the Turk- 
ish inaction was only preparatory toa fresh 
attack, the government, trusting that the 
powers would not allow the Turks to derive 
advantage, consented to order its troops 
not to take the offensive. = 

This order was conformed to. Nothing was 
done to intercept the enemy’s communica- 
tions or to construct fortifications menacing 
their positions. The consequence is that the 
Turkish attack on Domokos finds the Greek 
army in a position for which the government 
cannot accept responsibility. That position 
is due to the obligations the government un- 
dertook at the instance of the powers. The 
note concludes by requesting the envoys to 
draw the attention of the powers to the state 
of affairs, and to demand prompt and effi- 
cacious action on their part. 


OSCAR WILDE IS REMOVED TO LONDON 


Greatest and Successful Secrecy At- 
tends His Transfer Preliminary 
to His Release Today. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY FRANK M. WHITE.] 

London, May 18.—[Copyright, 1897.}—Oscar 
Wilde was secretly brought to London to- 
night by special arrangements made under 
the order of the Home Office. The arrange- 
ments were carried out by the prison au- 
thorities most cleverly. The Governor of 
Reading Prison himself knew nothing of the 
intentions until the last moment. Then a 
closed vehicle arrived at the prison with an 
order which passed it into the prison yard. 

The gates were closed and reopened at 8:40 
o’clock. The carriage drove out and away 
rapidly to Maidenhead, where Wilde and 
his two keepers and the Reading Governor 
took the train, having a special compart- 
ment. | 

They proceeded to Paddington Station, 
London, where another closed carriage 
awaited them for conveyance to Holloway 
Prison, where Wilde will be released some- 
time af ter 6 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

There was not a soul outside of Reading 
Prison at the moment the carriage drove 
out except two newspaper men, and they 
were actually in doubt for a moment. Wilde 
was not seen till he reached Maidenhead 
Station. He was wearing an ordinary cos- 


health. The officials accompanying him 
were in ordinary clothing. 

The passengers had no idea that Wilde 
was in custody. 3 

The fact has come to my knowledge that 
up to six months ago Wilde was regarded 
by the prison doctor as hopelessly insane. 
His mental clearness seemed to come to him 
all at once, and when his physical health 
reached a certain stage of improvement he 
realized for the first time fully why he had 
been imprisoned. While following out the 
strict prison rules in dealing with him, by 
medical advice he was offered books other 
than those in the prison. He chose Dante's 
Inferno and German philosophical 
treatises. For the last six months he has 
been engrossed in Dante’s work, alternately 
prosecuting his studies in the German lan-

PRINCESS ANNA OF MONTENEGRO WEDS 
She Becomes the Wife of Prince Frau- 


cis Joseph of Battenberg at 
Cettinje. 


Cettinje, Montenegro, May 18.—Prince 
Francis Joseph of Battenberg, youngest 
brother of Prince Louis of Battenberg, and 
Princess Anne of Montenegro, a younger 
sister of the Crown Princess of Italy, were 
married today at the cathedral in the pres- 
ence of Prince Nicholas of Montenegro and 
all others of her family. There were also 
present a number of Russian Grand Dukes, 
diplomats, and the officers of state. 

The Prince is a great favorite of Queen 
Victoria and of the Emperor and Empress 
of Russia. The Czar is said to have dowered 
Priness Anna with a million roubles. The 
Prince and Princess met for the first time 
recently at the dinner table of Queen Vic- 
toria at Cimiez, where the Prince was the 
guest of the Queen. Prince Francis Joseph 
has twice visited the United States. The 
Princess, who was born in 1874, is a dark, 
tall, and unusually beautiful girl, 

Anna, like her sister Helene and their 
elder sisters, was brought up at the court 
of St. Petersburg under the personal super- 
vision of the now widowed Czarina, her 
parents being too poor to defray the cost 
of her education. A million roubles rep- 
resents about $750,000 in English money. 

Prince Francis Joseph of Battenberg, a 
tall, handsome, soldierly man, with brown 
eyes, hair, and beard, is well known in 
America, which he visited a couple of years 
ago during the course of a trip around the 
world. While there he created a very pleas- 
ing impression by his thoroughly unaffected 
and simple demeanor, by traveling without 
a valet, and when necessary brushing his

‘TO KILL NEW DISTRICTS. 


OPPONENTS OF SENATORIAL APPOR- 
TIONMENT CONFIDENT. 


Foss and Madden Are Working 
Against the Proposed Scheme and 


Many Senators and Representa- 


tives Are with Them—Senate Com- 
mittee Amends the Senatorial Ap- 
portionment Bill—Changes in Cook 
Counts Districts. 


Springfield, III., May 18 —[Special. I— There 
is going to be a great fight over both tho 
apportionment bills, Senatorial and Con- 
gresslonal. Martin B. Madden and Con- 
gressman Foss are here fighting both bills. 
Foss does not care so much about the Sen- 
aforial measure as he does about the Con- 
gressional bill, but Madden does not like 
either one of them, and is rallying his 
friends to kill both these measures. Sen- 
ators McCloud and Anthony are on the war- 
path against the bills and claim to have 
the assistance of enough country Senators 
to beat them. 

The House is hot over the Senatorial! bill. 
Cochran, Merriam, Shanahan, Pete Rowe, 
Tisdel, and a lot of men from out in the 
country are getting ready to fight the meas- 
ure. Madden’s friends state today that they 
have pledges from thirty-eight Republicans 
in the House who are against these bills. 
Not so much fault is found with the Con- 
gressional measure as with the Senatorial 
bill, but it will take the strongest kind cf 
work to get either one of them through. 

The Democrats held a caucus over the 
matter this afternoon and agreed without 
a dissenting voice to oppose any apportion- 
ment bill. The only absentee from the 
caucus was Mr. Johnson of Whiteside, and 
the Democrats will have trouble in getting 
him in line. He had a dose of apportion- 
ment once some years ago when his party 
put him in a district he did not much fancy 
and he has been chafing ever since. He 
Says he will vote for any kind of an appor- 
tionment that will give him a decent dis- 
trict and he does not care whence it comes. 

At a meeting of the Senate Committee on 
Senatorial Apportionment today the pending 
bill was considerably amended. The dis- 
tricts in Cook County which have been re- 
arranged are the Second, the Fifth, the 
Ninth, and the Nineteenth. Outside of Cook 
the only changes made were in the Thirtieth 
and Forty-first Districts. Dewitt County 
was placed in the Thirtieth and Moultrie 
placed in the Forty-first. 


The Cook County districts which were | 


changed are as follows: 


Second District—The Town of Cicero in Cook 
County, the Tenth Ward, and that portion of the 
Twelfth Ward bounded on the east by the center 
line of Robey street, on the north by the center 
line of Van Buren street, on the west ww tke cen- 
ter line of Central Park avenue, and on the south 


by the ward boundary line; also that part of the 
Twelfth Ward bounded on the east by the center 


line of Central Park avenue, on the north by the 
center line of Colorado avenue, om the west by 
the center line of Crawford avenue, and on the 
south by the center line of West Twelfth street, 
and that part of the Twenty-eighth Ward lying 
south of the center line of Colorado avenue, and 
also that part of the Twenty-elghth Ward lying 
between the center line of the Illinois and Mich- 
igan canal and the center line of Thirty-ninth 
street in Chicago.

ADVOCATE SOUTH SHORE DRIVEWAY; 


Congressman Mann, M. B. Madden, and 
Park Commissioners Appear 
Before a Committee. 


Springfield, III., May 18.—The South Park 
Commissioners of Chicago were given an 
informal hearing today before the Senate 
Committee on Judicial Apportionment on 


Senator Crawford’s bill to enable the South . 
Park Commissioners to construct a driveway 


from Lake Park to Jackson Park. The bill 
is now on third reading and a special order 
for tomorrow. 

Commissioners James W. Ellsworth, Will- 
lam Best, Joseph Donnersberger, and Jef« 
ferson Hodgkins appeared before the com- 
mittee and advocated the passage of the 
bill. Martin B. Madden and Congressman 
James R. Mann of Chicago also spoke in 
favor of the bill. 7 , 

Mr. Mann reviewed the general scope of 
the bill, and said that all that was objection« 
able had been stricken from it and that it 
had been amended so that there could not 
be any serious objections. ; 

Mr. Ellsworth, President of the South Park 
Board of Commissioners, said that the Com- 
missioners desired to transform the Lake<« 
Front from a dumping ground for débris ta 
a beautiful park and to make an additional 
connection between Lake Park and Jackson 
Park. He maintained that this was a no- 
cessity and that Michigan avenue was sa 
crowded with vehicles now that it wag 
dangerous to travel on that avenue. 

“It will take less than $4,000,000 to con- 
struct this drive, as much of the filling will 
have to be taken out for the lagoon,” said 
he. 

Mr. Elisworth stated that the residents of 
the South Park district had raised no objec- 
tion to the extra tax levy, and that their tay 
levy was smaller than any other, for the 
reason that this district was more thick'y 
inhabited. He said that the principal thirg 
the Commissioners wanted now was to have 
the title confirmed in them so that they 
could use the dirt which was being towed out 
into the lake.

Plays in Fine Form and Proves Him- 
self a Worthy Rival of His Brother 
im the Esteem of the University of

There 
was good reason to believe that the Maroons 
would fall the easiest of victims when the 
two aggregations met, and the ‘varsity root- 
ers, when they entered Marshall Field yes- 
terday afternoon and found that Henry 
Clarke would not be able to play because of 
the approaching game with Nebraska, were 
in despatr. 

Who but “‘Ikey” was able to twirl the 
sphere for the school? There was a faint 
tradition of good work done by the younger 
Clarke. a year ago, but his presence now did 
not encourage. 

Maroons Start Badly. 

When Andrews came to bat at the com- 
mencement of the game and a miserable 
fumble by first base, a passed ball, and an 
error by Gardner let him around the circuit, 
the Chicago stock did not rise. Alward was 
put out on a foul strike, and Nichols was 
allowed to walk to his base.

Gimm and Waller Indulge in an Al- 
tercation with the Local Squad and 
Refuse to Ride Again, but the Ref- 
eree's Threat of One Year’s Black- 
listing if They Leave Brings Them 
to Time—Want the Management to 
Give a Consolation Prize.

The trouble broke out in earnest yesterday 
as the second relay was ending its last hour. 
Weage and McCarthy had been setting a 
fast- pace for a long time, until Dench was 
run off his feet.

Lawson 
plugged around behind De Cardy, but would 
not pass him to take the pace and seemed to 
get angrier and angrier every moment. As 
De Cardy would not hit up the pace his 
anger increased. 

The men for the next relay were standing 
ready with their wheels to come on, and as 
Lawson passed by them he told Waller not 
to ride, because he would not get a fair deal 
anyway. After several admonitions of this 
sort Waller became excited, and struck out 
at De Cardy as he passed on his wheel. The 
referee rushed over to the side of the pad- 


dock to interfere, and Waller and Gimm de- 


clared they would not go on the track again. 
The referee told them if they did not go on 
when the bell rang he would blacklist them 
for a year, and the men sulkily complied 
with his orders. They have not given up the 
plan, however, of in some way either forcing 
or inducing the management to offer a con- 
solation prizé. 

Walter Simkin took the place of Henry 
Stewart in the New York team yesterday 
morning, and the first squad started off at 
II o’clock., A slow pace was set all through, 
and but seventy miles were ridden. Several 
reasons were assigned for this slow race, 
one of which was that the other riders did 
not wish to run Simkin out in this first four 
hours of riding. 

John West says, however, that the second 
day of riding is always the hardest, and 
that for this reason these men, several of 
whom are new, took a slow pace. Simkin 
led the sprints at many points but was un- 
able to gain on Fleming and Stewart.\ The 
sprint at the end of this squad was inter- 
esting and Fleming finished slightly ahead 
of W. Stewart. The afternoon squad rode 
strong and made nearly eighty-four miles. 
The sprinting was almost all done by Fred 
Weage, who sometimes allowed McCarthy 
to take the lead. 

It seems to be the desire of the men in this 
squad to make their riding equal in inter- 
est and speed to that of the evening riders. 
The finish was good, and Fred Weage won 
without difficulty from McCarthy. John 
Lawson finished second. Summaries: 

St. Louis, Mo., May 18.—In the case of J. 
R. Bettis vs. The Missouri Pacific railway 
the Court of Appeals today handed down a 
decision to the effect that bicycles are not 
baggage, and that railroads in the State of 
Missoum do not have to carry them free of 
charge. 

Mr. Bettis bought a first-class ticket from 
Webster to St. Louis, and presented his bi- 
cycle to the baggage agent to have it checked 
to St. Louis as ordinary baggage. He-was 
refused by the railway agent, and took the 
matter into the courts to make a test case 
of it. 

In April, 1896, Judge Russell decided 
against the railway company in favor of the 
bicycle. The road appealed to the Court of 
Appeals, and the decision was rendered as 
stated.

THE CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT. 

There are Chicago Congressmen who are 
satisfied with the present Congressional 
apportionment. That is because their dis- 
triets are safe, giving 10,000 or more Re- 
publican majority. Those districts are 
safe because the Democrats piled up the 
Republican wards and towns in them s0 
as to be able to make a disproportionate 
number of Democratic districts, It is sel- 
fishness on the part of a member to urge 
that the Democratic gerrymander be al- 
lowed to stand because that gerrymander 
helps him. 

There should be a new apportionment, 
but it should not be made to serve the pur- 
poses of Hertz, Lorimer, and Pease, the 
first two of whom are endeavoring to carve 
out Congressional districts for themselves, 
while Pease of Peaseville has some old 
grudges he wants to pay off. Congressman 
Foss got the better. of him last year, so he 
wants him thrown into the same district 
with Cooke. 

A district has been made up for Lorimer, 
composed of the Tenth, Twenty: eighth, 
and Thirtieth Wards, Evanston and some 
other county towns, and Lake County. 
Evanston and Lake County loathe the 
name of Lorimer, but his wards would out- 


vote them in convention and then they 


would be ealled on to elect him. 

This is the monstrosity which the Re- 
publican members of the Legislature are 
asked to vote for in order to continue in 
Congress a scurvy politician of the lowest 
type, who, with his associates, has done 
the Republican party infinite harm. 4 
Democratic gerrymander is to be done 
away with to benefit Lorimer and Hertz 
and to punish Republicans who would not 
take orders from them. 

Compare the work of the two marplots 
and their ally, Pease, with the Shanahan 
plan, printed in yesterday’s paper. That 
plan divides no wards. It makes districts 
of compact and contiguous territory. Lake 
and Hyde Park make one district, the 
North Side wards make another, and Lake 
View, Jefferson, and the county towns 
another. The South Side wards practically 
make another. 

Lake County is not included, but is left 
to form part of a country district, where it 
belongs. Without Lake the seven Cook 
County distriets will have an average popu- 
lation of 250,000 or 260,000. The average 
population of the fifteen country districts 
will be only 200,000. There is always a 
lack of harmony and dissatisfaction when 
an outside county and city wards are put 
together. They are not homogeneous. 
They have no interests in common. Lake 
should be left out. 

The only objection which can be raised 
to the Shanahan apportionment is that, 
while it keeps Cooke and .Foss in separate 
districts, it throws Lorimer, Mills, and 
White into the same district. That does 
not make any difference as far as the first 
of these is concerned, but the two others, 
one from the Twelfth and the other from 
the Eleventh Ward, would not like it. A 
way may be found to obviate this difficulty, 

It is asserted that more Republicans can 
be elected under the Lorimer than the 
Shanahan apportionment. ‘That is not 
true. The same number would be elected 
under each on the basis of the Swift-Hop- 
kins vote of 1893 or the Presidential vote 
of 1892. | * 

There is not one redeeming feature to 
that malformation which Lorimer and 
Hertz call an apportionment. It is sim- 
ply a desperate attempt on the part of two 
unscrupulous politicians to keep them- 
selves in office after their present terms ex- 
pire. : 

The Republican party has carried these 
men long enough and cannot afford to do 
so any longer. It should shake off these 
Old Men of the Sen, and also Pease, aud 
force them to earn their own living. The 
taxpayers have Supported them too long. 

The Republicans in the Legislature 
should refuse to indorse the Lorimer-Hertz 
abomination, which will inflict serious im- 
jury on the party. It will outrage Chicago 
Republicans and eut down the party vote 
in this county.

THE TURKO-GRECIAN SITUATION. 

Day before yesterday, notwithstanding 
the powers had requested an armistice for 
the purpose of discussing terms of peace 
and Greece had consented, the Turkish 


‘army continued its hostile operations as if 


there were no powers in existence and its 
master were left without opposition from 
any side to work his merciless, savage will. 
The Grecks were defeated at Domokos and 
the place occupied, they were compelled 
to abandon Almyros, Smolentz was forced 
to retreat, and they were driven to the 
frontiers of Epirus after a stubborn re- 
sistance at Arta. It was expected that the 
hunted Greeks would make their next stand 
at historical Thermopyie, but ever night 
there was a sudden change in the situa- 
tion. 

Russia, which always has a quiet, myste- 
rious way of its own in doing things, sud- 
denly took a hand in the game. It did not 
order Turkey directly to desist, but it indi- 
rectly secured the same result by signifying 
to Bulgaria the necessity for a mobilization 
of its army. Then there were hurryings 
to and fro in Constantinople. A voice had 
spoken which must be heeded. There was 
a hurried consultation of Ministers, and 
before noon word was sent to Edhem 
Pasha, Commander-in-Chief at Thessaly, 
he must suspend hostilities. Had not that 
word been sent the Balkan provinces would 
soon have been in a blaze, to the serious 
detriment of Turkey. 

The outcome of this action of Russia and 


Bulgaria must be the settlement of terms of 


peace by a European conference, As the 
aggressor, notwithstanding the justness of 
its cause, Greece will be punished, but there 
is little reuson to believe that that pun-

Turkey would do better to seek adv m 
her victories in an enlarged capacity of in 
internal reorganization and in ending the disin- 
tegrating misgovernment. 

In short, the intervention of Europe in behalf of 
the integrity of Turkey means neither the rever- 
sal of everything in the Balkans nor the contin- 
vance of the old evil conditions which prevailed 


in Turkey. 

What the ultimate terms of peace may 
be no one can now anticipate, in view of 
the greed, the selfishness, and the con- 
flicting interests of the powers themselves. 
It can only be expected with some degree 
of certainty that Greece will not be crushed 
by Turkey, and that Turkey will not be al- 
lowed any advantages which will be a 
menace to the peace of Europe.

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ARBITRATION AFTERMATH. 

A review of the late lamented arbitration 
treaty and the causes that led up to its in- 
ception and rejection is given by the New 
York Sun fiom what purports to be in- 
side sources.” It appears from this nar- 
rative that this treaty was suggested pri- 
marily by l’resident Cleveland for the pur- 
pose of bolstering up his waning political 
prestige. It was welcomed with avidity 
by Lord Salisbhry as a convenient cloak 
for his weakness in backing down from 
his original position in the Venezuela dis- 
pute and as u splendid vehicle on which to 
ride back iato popularity. So keen was he 
for the consummation of the treaty that 
he even cousented to complete his Vene- 
zuela work by signing the formal conven- 
tion with Venezuela, on the assurance that 
the big treaty would be advanced more 
rapidly by that act. But by this time Sec- 
retury Olney, who had been pressing the 


issue at the instigation of the President, 
began to inject a little prudent conservatism | 
into the affair on his own account, and hav- | 
ing got everything possible from Salis- 
bury, suddenly showed a disposition to 
leave the English Premier in the lurch. It 
was to be a glorious achievement for En- 
glish diplomacy. England would be guar- 
anteed against starvation for years to come 
and would be left free to pursue her game 
of conquest in any part of the world, and 
Salisbury’s part in the Venezuela business 
would be iost sight of in the national ap- 
proval of his great victory, but—— 

There isn’t any treaty, and Salisbury has 
all the reseutment of a wise man who has 
carried through large negotiations of which 
his share has turned out to be the tradition- 
al gold brick.” 

According to the Sun the history of these 
cross purposes began making in Decem- 
ber, 1895, when Grover Cleveland shrewd- 
ly resolved to atone for his Hawaiian 
fiasco and regain his political power by 
purloining some convenient Republican 
thunder. The Venezuela case furnished 
him the pretext, and with Olney, then bis 
faithful ally, he thundered forth the famous 
message of defiance to England and then 
waited expectantly for the Republicans to 
demur and thus send up the Cleveland 
stock with a bound in the estimation of the 
masses. But the Republicans failed to 
demur. They recognized their own ** thun- 
der,“ but they gave it such a rousing re- 
ception af weleome that Cleveland was al- 
most lost to sight. The oniy political effect 
of his effort was to estrange his “ mug- 
wump” adherents, who a:most to a man 
“dearly love” an Englishman. The Re- 
publicans took to the crusade with such cal 
that Cleveland never after had any reason 
to remember that he started it. Then fol- 
lowed the Democratic convention in Chi- 
cago, which finally made the moribund 
Cleveland politically defunct, and follow- 
ing this funeral Secretary Olney began 
setting up his own affairs, which involved 
the transference of his fealty from a dead 


himself. He found it not inconsistent with 
this plan to follow the President through 
the preliminary negotiations for a general 
arbitration treaty, but he was quick to see 
the tremendous advantages this treaty 
would bestow on England and why Lord 
Salisbury would be eager to go to any ex- 
tremes to effect its passage. It was at this 
point that Olney turned a trick for himself, 
and, having accomplished the final ratifica- 
tion of the Venezuelan treaty, which was 
one episode to his credit, he added another 
by incontinently dropping the general 
treaty, which would have been only a big 
free gift to England, with no adequate re- 
turn. Meanwhile,” says the Sun, Mr. 
Olney, as he guides his newly purchased 
bicycle amid the devious and umbrageous 
lanes of suburban Boston, may justly 
brace himself with the reflection that in his 
dealings with the British Foreign Office the 
Yankee did not get the worst of the bar- 
gain.“ 0 


DOOM OF THE “ CLARK STREET CROSSING” 

The “.track elevation ordinance,” which 
proposes to do away with the grade cross- 
ings at Sixteenth and Clark streets. has 
again passed the Council, and in such form 
that it is believed it will prove efféctive. 
It is practically the same ordinance as 
that passed near the close of the admin- 
istration of Mayor Swift, with a few 
changes made to remove the objections of 
the Western Indiana railroad. The ordi- 
nance provides— 

For the elevation of the St. Charles Air Line 
tracks in Sixteenth street, from the Illinois Central 
right of way to Clark street, so they shall cros¢ 
Michigan and Wabash avenues and State street 
with a clear headway of fourteen feet. At Clark 
street the tracks are to be deflected eighty-five 
feet to the south of the present right of way, cross- 
ing that street at an elevation of twenty-three and 
a half feet. The Lake Shore, Rock Island, and 
Alton tracks are also to be elevated twenty-three 
and a half feet at this point so as to cross 
the elevated tracks of the St. Charles Alr 
Line at the new grade. The tracks of 
the Western Indiana and Santa Fé roads are to be 
deflected fifteen feet north of the present right of 
way at Sixteenth and Clark streets, and debresse d 
seven and a halt feet below the level of the street 
at this point. 

A viaduct is to be built on Clark street 
to cross the Western Indiana tracks and 
go under the St. Charles Air Line. The 
provision for elevating the Alley L“ above 
the tracks of the St, Charles Air Line re- 
mains the same, The ordinance in its pres- 
ent shape is said to meet the approval of 
the railroad companies involved, and it 
will be acted upon at once. The credit for 
this work really belongs to Mayor Swift, 
and its consummation during the Harrison 


Mayor Swift devoted untiring energy from 


of having this death-trap done away with. 
It was a hard fight to adjust the conflict- 
ing interests of the various railroads, and 
formulate a plan that would meet with 
unanimous indorsement, but he finally 
accomplished it, with the exeeption of a 
trivial detail in regard to the Western In- 
diana road, which he did not have the 


time to rectify before his term expired. 


This change in the ordinance, however, is 
hardly more than a formality, and the gener- 
al scope of the project remains the same as 
specified by Mayor Swift. The importance 
of the work cannot be overestimated, for 
this grade crossing has been a constant 
menace to life for years. Its removal will 
be a source of gratification to the entire 


city, and especially the thousands of peo-- 


ple who daily use the thoroughfare. 


‘GIVE LINCOLN PARK A WASHINGTON. 


On Saturday last there was unveiled and 
dedicated at Philadelphia a monument to 
the memory of Washington under the 
auspices of the State Society of the Cin- 
einnati in Pennsylvania. The pedestal 
and statue are the work of Siemering, a 
noted Berlin sculptor. The statue is eques- 
trian and the approaches and pedestal are 
decorated in an. unusually ornate manner. 
The work has cost about $200,000 and is 
one of the most imposing and successful 
of the many groups of statuary in Phila- 
delphia’s numerous parks. The collection 
of subscriptions for it began in 1811 and 
were made at first by men who fought in 
the Continental army with Washington. 
Philadelphia has a reputation of moving 
slowly in all things, which has not been be- 
lied in this matter, for it has taken eighty- 
six years to bring the project to a successful 
conclusion, Probably the Philadelphians 
will tind their compensation in the fact that 
they patiently waited for a time when there 
was more money and when it was possible 
to get better artists than were available 
when the idea of the project was first en- 
tertained. 

Philadelphia is to be congratulated upon 
the possession of this handsome memorial 
to Washington, but meanwhile is it not a 
reminder to Chicago of a duty which has 
been forgotten? Why should not Lincoln 
Park also have a monument in his mem- 
ory? Why are not the Virginians in Chi 
cago moving in the matter of erecting a 
memorial to the illustrious citizen of their 
State—a movement in which all the citi- 
zens of Chicago undoubtedly would be glad 
to join from the general point of view that 
Washington is regarded as the Father of 
His Country? Lincoln Park has many 
statues, but it has only three Americans in 
its collection, St. Gauden’s Lincoln, Park's 
Franklin, and the equestrian statue of 
Grant, which, by the way, is much too 
high and so far above the line of vision that 
its effect is destroyed. If practicable it 
should be lowered, s@ that, like Lincoln 
and Franklin, the great commander may 
stand more on a level with the thousands 
who pass that way. Is there not some one 
with public spirit enough to give Washing- 
ton a place in our park Pantheon? Or, if 
one Man cannot be found to contribute the 
necessury funds, why should not Virginian 
citizens of Chicago inaugurate the moye- 
ment and raise the funds necessary to erect 
u fitting monument? When Lincoln Park 
has statues of Washington, Franklin, Lin- 
coln, and Grant it will have memorigls of 
the four greatest .Americans. Who will 
start the movement? Once begun, Chicago 
will not have to wait eighty-six years for 
the completion, 


CHOOSING ELECTION JUDGES. 

Yesterday the primary election bill failed 
to pasa the Senate. It received 15 votes, 
and 11 were cast against it. Many Sena- 
tors refrained from voting, possibly to 
please Lorimer and Hertz, who are op- 
posed to the measure. 

While this bill is having such a hard time 
of it, another measure which was intro- 
duced to supplement it is moving along 
without difficulty, and seems likely to 
pass. The primary election bill empowers 
the Election Commissioners to choose out 


of the regular judges and clerks those who 


are to act at the primaries. It was claimed 
that this would put too much power in the 
hands of the Commissioners—that, as they 
choose the regular judges and clerks, they 
would be the masters of the primaries of 
both parties. It was alleged a Democratic 
board eould run the Democratic and also 
the Republican primaries, 

So a bill was introduced which practical- 
ly takes the selection of election judges and 
clerks out of the hands of the Commission- 
ers and intrusts it to the County Central 
committees of the political organizations. 


Whichever faction of a party has a ma jor- 


ity in the Central committee will designate 
every judge and clerk the party is entitled 
to. a 

At present the Commissioners axe in the 
habit of allowing the political organiza- 
tions to indicate the persons they wish to 
have appointed, and those persons are gen- 
erally chosen. But the Commissioners can 
disregard all the lists if they choose, and 
make their own selections. The law also 
gives each Commissioner a veto on the 
selection of any judge or clerk. So if one 
Republican Commissioner sees a very. bad 
Democratic list handed in, his single objec- 
tion will kill it. 1 

The amendatory bill makes it necessary 
for the Board of Election Commissioners 
to accept the Central committee lists, unless 
some qualified elector files a formal chal- 
lenge against some one or more of the per- 
sons off a list within twenty days after it 
is handed in. The Commissioners may 
sustain that challenge, after a heuring, and 
in that case may fill the vacancy. 

This bill contemplates a radical inno- 
vation, which most assurediy should not 
be made, especially if the primary election 
bill does not pass. And yet it is quite like- 
ly that the former will get through, while 
the latter will not. In that event Lorimer, 
Pease, and Hertz will have much patron- 
age. They control the Republican Cen- 
tral committee, They will* designate all 
the Republican judges and clerks. 

These three men do not want the primary 
election bill passed, for they think it may 
injure them. They do want this other 
bill to amend the election law passed, for 
they can see how it would be of great 
value to them. | 


BAD TIME FOR “STRIKE” AGITATION. 

No worse time could be chosen for 
“strike” agitation in Chicago than the 
present, and no trade is worse prepared 
for this obstructing influence than the 
building trade. Yet, in spite of these facts, 
the spirit of discontent has taken this 
menacing form, to the detriment of the 
interests of both the workmen and the 
eapitalists. The Building Trades Union 
has stgfted the trouble by ordering or 
threatening “sympathetic strikes, and 
has thus invited vigorous opposition on the 
part of the employers. ‘The issue has been 


so squarely laid down that it is even de- 


clared the employers will band together to 
resist, the very principle of sympathetic 
strikes, and thus, if the fight keeps up, in- 
volye a series of lockouts and trade dis- 
arrangements that may put a stop for a time 
to all building operations. The capitalist, 
under the most advantageous conditions,

He sees the quantity of empty 
buildings and finds no encouragemen 
invest his surplus in other buildings that 
may he a drug on the market. 

Then this “ sympathy strike” 


acts as another deterrent.

He realizes 
that he may get his building under way 
and everything may be running along 
smoothly when some trouble arises be- 
tween the workmen and a contractor with 
whom he is not in the least concerned. 
But that trouble ends in a strike, affecting 
a few score men, and he suddenly finds that 
all his men have also quit out of sympathy 
and he is left in the lurch, although there 
is no difference between’ himself and his 
own workmen except this misapplied ‘ sym- 
pathy.” Naturally, when he is little in- 
clined to engage in building under the best 
conditions of labor, he is particularly re- 
luctant to take the risk of having his work 
tied up in this fashion. 

N. 8. Patton, architect of the School 


Board, declares the architects of the city 


will aid in every way possible the move- 
ment to prevent sympathetic strikes. He 
points out that Chicago is far behind 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, St. Louis, 
and all other large cities in the matter of 
building activity, and the only reason is 
that ‘the industrial situation is such as to* 
intimidate capital.“ On May 1 foundations 
were laid in New York for new buildings 
valued at 36 millions, while in Chicago on 
the same date foundations were ready for 
less than one million of new work. This 
condition undoubtedly is traceable to the 
labor situation, for capitalists will not en- 
gage in building when they are constantly 
confronted by these stoppages of work. 
The labor men should realize also that the 
capitalist is in fact that“ man in the ease 
who is to be reckoned with, They have all 
their dealings with the contractors, and 
may be misled into thinking he is the con- 
trolling factor in the market. But he is 
only the agent after all and the capitalist 
is the man back of him who has the say 
whether new buildings shall be put up or 
not. In any event, it is absurd for labor 
unions to start such an agitation now. 
This is no time to be striking for higher 
wages, when building is at such a low 
ebb and the market is falling. If building 
was booming, if times were good, if cap- 
italists were eager to invest, there might be 
some logical reason for the agitation irre- 


spective of the merits of the question, but 


at this time it is folly.

THERE will be a feeling of relief in the 
financial world over the announcement 
that Russell Shylock Sage has been 
paid the 850 he loaned his poor nephew, 
Elizar Sage, in Joliet, III. The only 
security Shylock had for this debt 
was a mortgage on Elizar’s homestead. As 
the time for repayment drew near there-ap- 
peared to be serious doubt whether Elizar 
could raise the money or not. Mrs. Sage is 
said to have worried over the affair so much 
that she even attempted suicide. Shylock 
doubtless heard of this and must have been 
filed with alarm. What if the entire family 
should commit sulcide in despair, and thus 
put Shylock to the trouble of looking after 
this piece of property and attending to its 
sale in order to regain his money? But, 
happily, the fears of the millionaire have 
proved groundless. The money has been 
raised and the debt discharged. Shylock is 
tree to indulge a feeling of satisfaction 
over his benevolence. He realizes, of course, 
that his kinsfolk have been and are in dire 
distress; that in order to pay back this 
loan promptly they have been forced to go 
without proper clothing and food; that the 
poor, frail mother was driven to desperation 
by the inexorable demand of Shylock for his 
pound of flesh; and that the struggling hus- 
band has made every possible sacrifice in 
order to save his home; but these are triviai 
details to Shylock. He cannot count his 
millions, but he knows that, whatever they 


are, they are increased now by the accession 


of $50, whit is a material satisfaction to 
Shylock incomparably greater than any 
consideration for the ties of blood.

Characters That Are Real, Though 
Seen Through Poetic Haze—Amus- 
ing Slips of the Pen.

Max Pemberton. heart, and in the 

quaint adoption of foreign phrases literally 

translated. As the Canadian author has 

transplanted French fdioms so Mr. Pember- 

ton has done with the Italian. The result 

is perhaps the daintiest story that has yet 
come from his pen. 

Little Christine acts out her eventful story 
partly on the Adriatic Island called Zlarin, 
partly among the hills of Bosnia, and partly 
on the stage in Vienna, where her beauty 
and talent in music cause a furore. Hersud- 
den appearance in Vienna in Mascagni's new 
opera is followed by a still more meteoric dis- 
appearance to the secluded wilderness 
of Zlarin, and it is here that the author 
gives us a glimpse of her in = peasant 
garb, while his sailor guide tells the strange 
and tragic story of her life. 

It ie more difficult to weave a story of 
romantic adventure around a woman than 
around a man, for the reason that her more 
delicate and fragile character is more liable 
to injury and consequent loss of sympathy. 
If the adventures are tame the story is 
tame, and if the adventures are risqué the 
heroine is soiled and the idyllic beauty of the 
story is destroyed. Mr. Pemberton has 
dexterously avoided both dangers, and his 
success in preserying Christine’s sweetness 
and charm throughout is the more note- 
worthy because he still keeps her entirely 
feminine and human. 

But art is often a hard master. If realism 
has its rebellious heroines and its stubborn 

cts, romanticism has its troubles too, and 


Mr. Pemberton has fallen foul of several of 


them in Christine of the Hills.“ Before 
noting some of these let us get the main 
thread of the tale. 

Christine is the orphaned child of intel- 
lectual and musical parents, left to the 
brutal care of a debauched brother until his 
death. Then, fleeing trom the upbraiding 
of priests and of those who never understood 
her, she takes refuge in a hut in the woods 
prepared for her by Ugo, the admiring son 
of a woodman. Her marriage to Ugo and 
her flight with him into the Bosnian hiils. 
where he can avoid the military draft that 
has him in its clutch, leads swiftly to an ex- 
citing pursuit by soldiers and the separation 
of the groom and bride on their first night 
of their honeymoon. 

Christine's sufferings in the forest, her res- 
cue by a Bosnian. Count, and the love that 
grows up between these two, are made to 
lead up quite naturally to a stirring scene 
in which Christine is rescued from a fierce 
pack of wolves. Then Ugo suddenly reap- 
pears, his former love turned to hate. He 
snatches Christine away and makes her his 
slave, lining his pockets with the money she 
earns with her violin in Vienna music halls, 
until her talent is recognized by the great 
theaters, and is suddenly raised to wealth 
and fame. Then a young Lieutenant be- 
comes her friend and suitor, while the 
despicable Ugo continues to drain her purse 
and drag her down until the closing scene in 
which he attempts to kill the Lieutenant 
for money, and manages to run his knife into 
his own throat. 


—— 

In order to compass this artistic ending 
Mr. Pemberton has to do some violence, not 
only to probability and to nature, but to his 
Because the young Lieutenant 
has to be kept worthy of marrying Christine 
and living with her in the rustic solitude of 
Ziarin, he may not kill Ugo, so Ugo has to 
do the superhuman feat of accidentally fall- 
ing with his throat on his own stiletto. In 
order that the Bosnian Count may do the 
heroic rescue act amid wild animals, Mr. 
Pemberton makes the bears come out of 
their midwinter sleep and come down even 
to the gardens of the houses.“ But perhaps 
the Bosnian bears do not hibernate like other 
bears. 

Still more difficult is it to explain how 
Sig. Andrea, the veracious and rather mer- 
cenary narrator of the story, manages to 
recognize Ugo at a single glance in the 
darkness at the Count’s house, when, ac- 
cording to his own narrative and Mr. Pem- 
berton’s, he had not seen or known the wood- 
man’s son before save by hearsay. Sig. 
Andrea is represented as having a large self- 
conceit, but scarcely colossal enough for 
so uncanny a power. 

But it is ungenerous to lay much stress on 
minor slips like these when the story asa 
whole is so charming of style and sweet of 
flavor. It were niggardly to carp at Andrea’s 
little faults when he has carried us so charm 
ingly through a dreamy vista of poetic haze 
like that which hangs, for instance, over 
the Bosnian City of Jajce: 

You know Jajce, excellency? Ah, she is a queen 
of the hills, the white city of the mountains; her 
minarets rise up abundantly like silver spires 
above the unsurpassable green heights: she listens 
ever to the foam of the green cascade which thun-« 
ders at her gates; the spray of the waters bathes 
her as in a foam of jewels. In her streets are 
Turks and Christians, Greeks and Jews. Friars 
raise their voices against the Allah il Allah of the 
muezzin; a new hotel rubs shoulders with the cat 
acombs where lie the dead who fought against 
Mohammed. Yet she is the one citadel which time 
has not touched nor civilization conquered. She 
is the city of the East and of the West—a gem of 
the mountains, like to nothing that was or is or 
shall be. 

Mr. Pemberton's descriptions are of a high 
order, and sparingly used. His narrative 
is rapid enough to hold the interest, yet not 
too rapid to render the incidents unreal or 
the characters unnatural. Humor he lacks, 
but feeling and delicacy he has. And few 
writers can produce a better example of the 
poetry of prose than Mr. Pemberton. 
Christine of the HIlls is a distinct ac- 
quisition to the current fund of light and 
dainty summer reading.

It was yesterday morning and the first 
bunches of posies sent out by the Flower 
Mission had reached their destination, and 
the twenty-third season of the mission's 
work was begun. 

Arrival of the Flowers. 

Along with the milk cans on the earliest 
trains the flowers began to arrive. They 
came in baskets, in boxes, and in crates. 
They came from 175 small towns and vil- 
lages, scattered throughout Illinois, In- 
diana, Michigan, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Iowa. Every package was marked with 
Flower Mission labels, which guarantee 
them a free passage and an immediate de- 
livery to the mission headquarters in the 
Atheneum and in Mission Baptist Churcn. 

Women were waiting and deftly opened the 
packages redolent of sweetness of country 
air, tied the flowers into bunches, and sent 
them out again, this time into hospitals and 
prison cells, and to women and chudren in 
the slums, who see no other bit of summer 
life than the mission flowers. : 

There was a dearth of “ helpers to dis- 
tribute the blossoms yesterday, but not of 
the blossoms themselves. 

Five Thousand Bunches Distributed.

present milling capacity of this country is 
no doubt sufficient to manufacture into 
flour all the wheat produced, and yet it is 
forced to face the fact that from 100,000, 000 
to 200,000,000 bu, or say one-third of the 
crop, is annually exported as raw material. 

It is safe to say that nine-tenths of the 
merchant mills are not in operation to ex- 
ceed 200 days out of the 300 working days 
annually. This enforced idleness has con- 
tinued for so long a time and represents so 
much loss that some effort must be male 
to bring about some change as speedily as 
possible. 


To Work for New Markets. 

This is one of the many objects of the 
Winter Wheat Millers’ League to open up 
hew fields for product. To do this, organ- 
ized effort is the very best that is suggested 
so far. Circumstances are such that co- 
operation of the National Government is 
necessary. Most of the league members 
believe that without such reciprocal rela- 
tions between the government and foreign 
nations as will encourage the use of Amer- 
ican, flour abroad their efforts, either indi- 
vidually or collectively, will be of little 
avail. This is not a question of politics with 
millers, but one of business. The palmy 
days of milling did not know of an over- 
whelming visible supply.“ or of great ac- 


cumulation of wheat on passage, or of store- 


houses for months full of flour. The millers’ 
order books did not fill with orders that 
were from three to six months being taken 
out and millers did not watch the daily 
markets with breathless interest. They did 
not make more flour than their customers 
wanted. They did not talk of ** overproduc- 
tion and curtailing.’’ They did not make 
nor lose money by margin speculation. 

The Winter Wheat Millers’ League rep- 
resents alone an investment of $50,000,000 
and an aggregate capacity to manufacture 
annually into flour 200,000,000 bu of wheat. 
An urgent appeal has been made to the De- 
partment of State for its earnest codpera- 
tion to reverse the existing conditions and 
to export the vast product of wheat as a 
manufactured article. American millers in 
their efforts to extend trade to foreign coun- 
tries are confronted by almost universal 
import duties upon American flour, rela- 
tively much higher than import duties on 
American wheat. They are discriminated 
against to an extent that bars them from 
trading in many different countries, and 
they are, therefore, constrained to urge the 
importance of appointing representatives, 
especially to France, Germany, Italy, Nor- 
way and Sweden, Denmark, Holland, and 
Belgium, whose past business experience 
qualifies them to bring about a more free 
commercial intercourse. As individuals and 
an organization American millers have la- 
bored unceasingty since 1894 for the prin- 
ciple of reciprocity and are greatly gratified 
at the prospect of an early realization. 


Wheat Market Rules Heavy. 

With the exception of the showing of clear- 
ances, the most of the influences in the 
wheat market were against prices. Trade 
was in light volume and the market was 
uneventful. The Liverpool market was de- 
cidedly weak. The opening showed bd con- 
cession and this was increased until a loss 
of 1½d was shown at the close. Berlin was 
off 244 marks, but other continental markets 
showed but little change. In the local mar- 
ket a concession of nearly lc was shown in 
the irregular opening. The best early buying 
was by Gifford and Mitchell. 

The action of the market on the Brad- 
street’s statement was peculiar. A decrease 
of about 5,000,000 bu was first reported. 
This was much greater than looked for, but 
only moved the market about e. The re- 
port was corrected to show a decrease of 
1,953,000 bu in the world’s stocks of bread- 
stuffs. This on the other hand was less than 
looked for and the market sold off on it be- 
low put price. Northwestern receipts were 
622 cars, against 498 a week ago and 464a 
year ago.

GROCERY INTEREST LARGELY CEN- 
TERED IN TEAS. 


Recent Advance of Five to Seven Cents | 


at Primary Markets Quickens the 
Movement on the Part of Purchas- 
ers Before Prices Climb Any Higher, 
as They Are together Likely to 
Do—Situation im, Sugar and Other 


EA is one of the arti- 
cles in the grocer’s 
list to which speciai 
interest attaches at 
this time, owing 
jointly to its rela- 
tions to the tariff 
and to the substan- 
tial advance in the 
price of the product 
at primary points. 
Trade is on a much 
more active scale 
than has character- 
ized the market for 

‘ several weeks. Buy- 

ers are operating 
with a freedom which proves their belief 
in appreciated values in the near future. 

It is figured by the trade that whatever the 
outcome of the tariff issue—whether or 
not revenues are raised by a tea tax of 10 
cents a pound—prices are bound to go higher. 
This is because of the excellent prospects of 
a short crop, as by the proposed establish- 
ment of des on teas between fifteen and 
eighteen on pounds of the next crop will 
be excluded from importation. These ex- 
cluded teas are low grades, known in the 
trade as trash.“ They have heretofore 
been liberally used in connection with pre- 
miums and have worked an immense injury 
to the higher grades by proving unsatis- 
factory to a point where they have worked 
a prejudice against everything in the shape 
of tea. 

As a whole the tea trade is favorable toa 
tax. Statistics have been prepared by a 
local importing house showing that twenty- 
five years ago the average import price of 
tea was double the price of today and the 
consumption per capita 1.53 pounds, since 
which time the average quality and price 
have steadily declined, together with the 
consumption, which is now only 1.34 pounds 
per capita. The consumer pays the re- 
taller nearly as much today for a pound of 
tea as he paid in 1873, and receives a much 
inferior quality, which accounts for the fall- 
ing off in consumption. In England, where 
the duty is 8c per pound, the con- 
sumption has increased from 3.63 per capita 
to 5.58. Russia is cited as an example. 
There the duty is 45c in gold per pound, 
and that country ig said to be supplied with 
the best tea of agy country in the world. 
The duty on tea France is equal to 2lc, 
Germany lic, Austria-Hungary 20c, Spain 
28c, Portugal 48c, and Norway 24c. Whilea 
freetrade country, England collects the duty 
of Se per pound, not only on tea imported 
from China and Japan, but from her own col- 
onies—India and Ceylon. 

The recent advance in primary markets 
has been from Sc to 7c. The consumer has 
not felt this, nor will he until a much more 
substantial advance, for the wholesaler and 
retailer will divide it between them for 
- awhile. 


Low Grades in Light Supply. 


American stocks of low grade teas are 
nearly exhausted. Samples of standards 
have already been sent to China and Japan, 
and any importations below these grades 
will have to be returned within six months. 

Receipts of teas in 1896 from China and 
Japan show a falling off of about 10,000,000 
pounds. Estimated stocks in this country 
at the present time are between 30,000,000 
and 40,000, pounds. The proposed tariff 
“pill, going into effect July 1, will affect the 
bulk of the new China and Japan crop. The 
only teas it will admit are a few early 
Japans, a few Congous, and a few Hankow 
Congous.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


REGULATION OF MILEAGE TICKET 
BUSINESS BY C. P. A. LINES. 


Other Roads Also Interested—Buréau 
to Be Established Under Supervis- 
ion of Commissioner Donald—Main 
Provisions of the Stringent New 
Agreement, Which Will Be Finally 
Acted On at a General Meeting to Be 
Held Tomorrow.

Stringent rules have been prepared by the 
Central Passenger Association lines, includ- 


cinnati and St. Louis, Cincinnati and Toledo, 
and Cincinnati and Columbus lines, for the 
regulation of the mileage ticket business of 
those roads. To secure the strict observ- 
ance of the new rules a mileage ticket bu- 
reau will be established under the general 
supervision of Commissioner Donald. 

The following are the main provisions of 
the new agreement: 

. All existing forms of interchangeable mile- 
age tickets—excepting 5,000—be at once with- 
drawn from sale. 

2. Lines of the association participating in mile- 
age tickets notify non-membership lines author- 
ized to sell such tickets and not consenting to their 
withdrawal that they will not honor such tickets 
sold after a Specified date. a 


Withdrawal of Tickets. 


3. On or before June 1 all mileage tickets, in- 
cluding advertising mileage tickets of individual, 
joint, or foreign issue and all other forms of trans- 
portaton, local or foreign, to be withdrawn from 
the control of ticket brokers or other irregular 
agencies, and that all payment of salaries, draw- 
backs, commissions, or rebates to such parties be 
withdrawn and discontinued by June 1. 

4. Conductors to be instructed to carefully in- 
spect all mileage tickets presented and take up 
all irregularly tendered, 

5. Commissioner to make tests of market and to 
purchase all transportation sold at less than au- 
thorized rates and to test conductors and other 
employés. 

6. Initial line to redeem irregular tickets. 

7. Commissioner to be given discretionary au- 
thority to collect a fine not to exceed $10 on each 
and every ticket so purchased or irregularly hon- 
cored. N 
Further Recommendations. 
Based on this are the further recommenda- 


tions: 

Beginning with June l, under the direction 
of the Commissioner of the Central Passenger As- 
sociation an interchangeable 1,000-mile ticket be 
issued to supersede all existing forms of 1,000 
individual or joint mileage tickets, including ad- 
vertsing tickets. 

Outstandng advertising and indivdual mileage 
tickets shall be subject to restrictions, regulations, 
and penalties prescribed for outstanding 1,000- 
mile tickets; 1,000-mile tickets to be sold at $30 
and limited to one year from date of sale. 

Agents may sell books and receive covers, but 
Commissioner only may make refund. 

On tickets which are found to be misused no re- 
fund shall be made, but the Commissioner shall 
make draft for their refund value to apply in pay- 
ment of association expenses. 

Unused portions of properly-used mileage tick- 
ets may be redeemed as follows: An amount may 
be refunded equal to the difference in price paid 
and the value of the used coupons, the latter esti- 
mated at three cents per mile, except that if, for 
a satisfactory reason, a new ticket has been pur- 
chased the value of the unused ticket may be re- 
funded at the net rate per mile at which the ticket 
was sold plus refund for the cover. 

A general meeting of all the linés inter- 
ested will be held tomorrow at the associa- 
tion rooms in the Monadnock Building to 
take final action in the matter, 


JOINT TRAFFIC TO BE DISRUPTED. 


Pennsylvania Road, It Is Said, Has 
Joined the Weaker Roads in 


Cutting Rates. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.]—The Joint 
Traffic Association is in peril of disruption. 
Charges were filed today against the Anchor 
Freight line alleging a cut on export grain 
rates from Chicago to New York of two and 
a half cents per 100 pounds. 

The Anchor line is controlled by the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad, wherein lies the sensa- 
tion. If there has been a road in the asso- 
ciation exempt from all suspicion of rate 
cutting or traffic subterfuge during tlie 
troubled year just past it has been the Penni- 
Sylvania. If it has joined the weaker lines 
in cutting rates the association will have 
hard work holding together. 

At the office of the association the trouble 
is belittled but not denied. Commissioner 
Blanchard said the Pennsylvania people 
have denied any cutting of rates on thc 
Anchor line. 


NEW MAN IN PLACE OF L. S. ALLEN. 


B. W. Austin Will Take Charge of Bal- 
timore and Ohio Passenger 
Business at Chicago. 


Advices from St. Paul last evening an- 
nounced the appointment of B. W. Austin 
as Assistant General Passenger Agent of 
the Baltimore and Ohio road, with heac- 
quarters at Chicago, in place of L. S. Allen. 
Mr. Austin is at present Assistant General 
Passenger Agent of the Northern Pacific 
at St. Paul. It is understood that in a short 
time Mr. Austin will be made General Pas- 
senger Agent of the Baltimore and Ohio 
lines west of the Ohio River, and Assistant 
General Passenger Agent J. M. Schriver, at 
Baltimore, will become General Passenger 
Agent of the company’s lines east of the 
Ohio River. 


MOVES GENERAL OFFICES TO CHICAGO. 


Headquarters of the Nickel-Plate Road 
to Be Established in the Man- 
hattan Building. 


General offices of the Nickel-Plate road 
(New York, Chicago and St. Louis) will be 
removed from Cleveland to Chicago. Near- 
ly all the space of the twelfth floor of the 
Manhattan Building has been rented for the 
various departments of the road. Since the 
Michigan Central moved its general offices 


from Chicago to Detroit not one of the Chi- 


cago east-bound roads has maintained gen- 
eral headquarters in this city. If the change 
of base on the part of the Nickel-Plate 
proves beneficent to its interests it is prob- 
able other roads from Chicago to the East 
will locate their general offices in this city. 


East-Bound Roads Ignored. 

The present all-rail rate on oats from Chi- 
cago to New York is 20 cents a 100 pounds, 
ugainst a 15-cent rate on corn, although the 
latter article can stand a higher rate than 
the former. In consequence, nearly all the 
oats now being shipped from Chicago to 
the East take the lake lines. The Chicago 
eastbound roads, which are members of the 
Central Freight ‘Association, petitioned the 
Board of Managers lately to authorize a 
three-cent reduction on oats. Advices were 
received yesterday that the Board of Man- 
agers has declined to grant the request. 
The only reason that can be assigned for this 
action is that the trunk lines get the busi- 
ness any way, the lake lines delivering it 
to them at Eastern lake ports. 


Carr Dies Suddenly at Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 18.—H. M. Carr, 
General Agent of the Milwaukee and Michi- 
gan Fast Freight line, died suddenly of 
heart disease this morning. He was 54 
years of age. Within the last five months 
no less than six well-known Milwaukee 
railroad men have died suddenly—viz.: T. 
A. Price of the Wisconsin Central, W. W. 
Broomley of the Big Four, Charles Neith- 
bahm of the St. Paul, J. H. Robinson of the 
Northern Pacific, Charles Wilds, who occu- 
pied the office with Mr. Carr, and Mr. Carr 
himself. 


Canadian Pacific Gives Reasons. 
Vice-President Shaughnessy of the Cana- 
dian Pacific says the reason for his road re- 
fusing to become a member of the resusci- 
tated Western Passenger Association was 
that the latter had shown itself powerless to 
maintain uniform rates among its members.

| GATHER FOR PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY 


Meeting of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions Is Held Preliminary to 
the Big Convention. 


Warsaw, Ind., May 18.—The annual con- 
ference of the Board of Foreign Missions 
with the Chairmen of the Synodical and 
Presbyterial committees and representa- 
tives of the woman’s boards, which is held 
in connection with the 100th General As- 
sembly, which is assembling here for the 
meeting Thursday, began its session on 
the Winona Assembly grounds at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, the Rev. Frank F. Ellen- 
wood, D. D., LL. D., presiding. 

The Rev. Cleland B. McAfee, Ph. D., of 
Park College, Mo., the Rev. Duncan Brown, 
D. D., of Larko, Mo., and the Rev. Hunter 
Corbett, D. D., of Chefoo, China, were on 
the program this afternoon and evening. 

It is said the convention will be a harmo- 
nious one. If there is to be no contention 
then either the liberals or the conservatives 
must have buried the hatchet. This is hard- 
ly probable, for at the last general assem- 
bly the former won their first victory in 
many years by electing their candidate for 
Moderator, and the conservatives could 
hardly be expected to give in this time with- 
out a struggle. There is apt to be a sec- 
tional division on other points than the 
election of a presiding officer. 

There will be the usual lively but not 
acrimonious contest for the position of Mod- 
erator to succeed Dr. Withrow. The lead- 
ing candidates are the Rev. Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson of Alaska and the Rev. Dr. R. G. 
Sample of New York City. 

It is barely possible that the old question 
ot the admission of women as lay delegates 
will be revived. 

The proposed union of the Reformed 
Church with the Presbyterian Church is al- 
most certain to be brought up dnd once 
more discussed. It is not expected that the 
Presbyterians will offer any opposition to 
the union.
